| One of First Settlers Here 
Passes at Home Near 
San Diego

FUNERAL WILL BE HERE 


| Pioneer Who Provided for 
School and Planned 
Colony Mourned 


| George Chaffey, one of those 
| sturdy founders of the Chaffey dis- 
| trict, came to the end of a long 
{ life of service last night. Death 
| visited the 84-year-old pioneer and 
| developer of the present fertile 
| Chaffey community at his home in 
| Pacific Beach, San Diege. 

When Mr. Chaffey and his broth- 
er came to California 50 years ago, 
Upland, Ontario and the adjacent 
communities were deserts, but 
what he did is seen today in modet 
j irrigation systems, beautiful FEuc- 
‘lid avenue, the Chaffey campus, 

and the well planned colony. 

' Naming Ontario after his birth- 
place, Brockville, Ontario, Canada, 
Mr. Chaffey planned for the city 
and provided a campus for an edu- 
cational institution, which now 
‘bears his name. His name is not 
only used here, but in Australia, 
where the Chaffey brothers con- 
tinued their service of benefiting 
mankind and in making life easier 
for the agricultural producers. 

Etiwanda was the scene of their 
first work in California and the 
first irrigation system established 
\ there is today recognized as a pat- 
| tern for many water companies in 
| this district and throughout South- 
| ern California. The Chaffey broth- 
| ers also developed electricity and 
one of the first telephone lines in 
the west linked Etiwanda with San 
3ernardino. 
| One of the “unusual” sights of 
ithe early day was an electric light, 


‘which the Chaffey brothers had 
| placed in such a manner that it 
icould be seen for miles. The 
‘house occupied by the Chaffey 
brothers still stands in Etiwanda, 
being recently vacated by Mr, and 
|Mrs. John Scott for a new and 
modern residence. 

In the death of Mr. Chaffey last 
night, goes to the final resting 
place a man who will be long re- 
membered by residents of this 
district As the memory of pion-

National Forests 
Gain in Popularity 





Popularity of the 19,000,000 
acres of national forests in Cali- 
fornia continued to grow last year, 
it is revealed in a report by S. 
B. Show, U. S. regional forester. 
There were 3,900,000 persons u#- 
ing the forests in 1931, which was 
a gain of one million over 1930, 
An idea of what nearly 4,000,000} 
visitors mean may be had from 
the fact that persons entering the 
forests for recreational purposes 
totalled approximately two-thirds 
of the population of the state. 

Of these vast throngs of users 


| of the forests, 832,000 were camp- 


ers and 1,870,000 were picnickers. 

The increased use and popularity 
of the natonal forest, it is stated, 
is caused by an extension of the 
road system, free camp grounds, 
| Summer home sites at low rentals, 
and other facilities that offer 
| wholesome recreation at compara- 
| tively low cost to vacationists.
